2. Form, Style and Placement in Administrative Code

a. The treatment clause should list the specific sections, subsections and paragraphs that
are amended, rather than “amending” an entire section, as in the amendment to s. Comm 5.315.
This is not an acceptable drafting practice because the treatment clause does not accurately
describe the effect of the amendment. If an entire existing subunit is not affected, it should not
be shown. For example, in SECTION 21, the treatment clause should state: “SEcTION 21. Comm
5.315 (1) (a) 1. and (b), (3), (4) and (6) (b) 2., as created by Clearinghouse Rule 98-126, are
amended to read:”. Only those particular subunits should be shown. This change should be
made throughout the rule.

b. Entire rule subunits should not be created by use of underscoring and entire rule
subunits should not be repealed by use of striking. [See s. 1.06 (1), Manual.] Therefore,
SECTION 6 should be divided into two SECTIONs--one that amends s. Comm 5.01 (1) and (2) and
one that creates s. Comm 5.01 (3). Also see s. Comm 5.10 (1) (a) 9. to 11. Ins. Comm 5.62 @)
and elsewhere in the rule, par. (b) should be repealed and par. (c) should be renumbered and

amended in separate SECTIONS.

c. The slash mark in s. Comm 82.40 (3) (f) should be eliminated. [See s. 1.01 (9),
Manual.] Can it be replaced by “and”?
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4. Adequacy of References to Related Statutes, Rules and Forms

In several provisions, the rule changes references to ch. ILHR 10 to be references to ch.
Comm 10. It appears that similar changes should be made in ss. Comm 5.87 (1) and 5.88 (3) (a)
and (b) and (4) (a).

5. Clarity, Grammar, Punctuation and Use of Plain Ldnguage

Section Comm 5.51 (2m) (b) refers to graduation from a four-year “engineering
university or college.” Does the department intend to restrict this only to a university or college
in which the entire program is engineering, or should this be redrafted to allow a degree in
engineering from a university or college that has an engineering program?

Analysis of Proposed Rules

Statutory authority: Sections 101.02 (1), (20) and (21), 145.02 (2), 145.17 (2) and 145.175, Stats.
Statutes interpreted: Sections 101.02 (1), (20) and (21), 145.02 (2), 145.17 (2) and 145.175, Stats.

Chapter Comm 5 of the Wisconsin Administrative Code contains the Department’s rules for the
issuance of numerous credentials that businesses and individuals are either mandated or permitted to
obtain. These credentials are licenses, certifications and registrations that relate to activities associated
with the construction and inspection of buildings and structures or specific components and elements
that serve buildings and structures.

The proposed rules consist of revisions in chapter Comm 5 relating to the credentials associated
with the installation of automatic fire sprinkler systems and to the issuance, renewal and revocation of
credentials when the applicant or licensee does not comply with nwatutory requirements. The
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#proposed rules also consist of revisions in chapters Comm 82 and 84 relating to the installation of

combined plumbing/fire sprinkler systems in one- and 2-family homes.

Under the current rules, any individual may apply for and take the license examination for an
automatic fire sprinkler contractor. However, an individual who wishes to take the license examination
for a journeyman automatic fire sprinkler fitter must first have completed a sprinkler system
apprenticeship. The proposed rules contain specific training and experience qualifications for
individuals applying for the automatic fire sprinkler contractor license examination. [Comm 5.51 (2m)]

The current rules also allow the renewal of credentials associated with automatic fire sprinkler
systems without the need for obtaining any continuing education. The proposed rules require a specific
number of hours of continuing education to be obtained by individuals wishing to renew an automatic
fire sprinkler contractor license, a journeyman automatic fire sprinkler fitter license, and an automatic
fire sprinkler contractor-maintenance registration. [Comm 5.51 (6)(c), Comm 5.52 (6)(c) and Comm
5.54 (5)(c)]

In accordance with new Statutory requirements, the proposed rules contain new requirements for the
issuance, renewal, denial, suspension and revocation of licenses, certifications and registrations when the
applicant or licensee does not provide required information, is delinquent in required payments, or fails to
comply with a subpoena or warrant. The applicant or licensee must provide their social security number or
federal employer identification number. The applicant or licensee must not be delinquent in tax payments
or child support payments. And the applicant or licensee must not have failed to comply with a subpoena or
warrant issued by the Department of Workforce Development or a county child support agency relating to
paternity or child support proceedings. [Comm 5.01 (3) and Comm 5.10 (1)(a) 9. to 11.]

The proposed rules address the installation of combined plumbing/fire sprinkler systems in one-
and 2-family homes by defining the systems to be part of the water supply system and by specifying the
standards that must be met if one of the systems is voluntarily installed in a home. The proposed rules “*
do not mandate the installation of the comblned plumbing/sprinkler systems in homes. [Comm 82.11
and Comm 82.40]

The proposed rules also contain revisions to replace the word “credential” with “license,
certification or registration” or with the specific word “license”, “certification” or “registration” as
applicable.
